Mr. Boyle's First Question. 

“I have been informed,”* said Mr. 
Boyle in rising to a question of priv- 
ilege immediately after the prayers, 
“that the government through the 
clerk of the executive council, has 
given certaih newspapers copies of 
documents asked for by a motion of 
this House. When I asked the premier 
 oageet of when they would be ready 

said the copies were then being 
prepared. While the premier was 
giving this information certain copies 
were in the hands of the public. This. 
I think, is an act of discourtesy to 
the House and a breach of its privil- 


eges. 

“There is. not. the least objtetion to 
the press having access to these doc 
uments when they are tabled, but 
when the House asks for returns they 
are the property of the House alone 
until they are tabled and not of the 
public. It was with the greatest sur- 
prise that I learned yesterday that 
newspapers -had secured these re- 
turns.” 

“While I am on my feet,” Mir. 
Boyle continued, “I wish to ask in 
regard to the agreements for the guar- 
antee of the bonds of the different 
railways. It appears to me all in- 
formation in this connection should 
have been on the table at the first 
meeting of the House. I would like 
to know whether the House will get 
all these documents without motions. 
Ii not [ am prepared and propose to 
present further resolutions, but I 
think it should not be necessery.”’ 

Premier Not Aware of Case. 

Premier Rutherford in reply to Mr. 
Boyle’s question stated that he was 
unaware of any document asked for 
by the House having been given to 
the newspapers, He had given no in- 
structions in that regara, 

“By command of his honor the lieu- 
tenant governor,” he continued, 
now place on the table of the House 
the documents asked for by the hon- 
orable member for Sturgeon (Mr. 
Boyle),

Mr. Bennett Takes a Part. 
* “The question of privilege raised by 
the honorable gentleman is one of the 
most serious that can be_raised,’’ he 
said with considerable watmth. “It 
is a question as to whether the gov- 
ernment realize that they are not the 
masters, but the servants of the peo- 
ple. I have eat here with a 
deal of forbearance during the past 
few days. I would remind the prem- 
jer that a few days ago the Right 
Hon. Lloyd-George, great man as he 
is, was summoned before the bar of 
the British Commons and reprimanded 
becayse certain papers were published 
befor@ being tabled in the Commons. 

“The clerk of the executive council,

London, February 16.—The crisis in 
the Liberal party still continues over 
the question whether parliament shall 
take up first the Lords’ veto or the 
budget. The two Houses transacted 
only routine business today. The 
Royal Commissioners approved the 
Commoners’ election of Mr, Lowther 
as Speaker. The Lords took the oath 
and the swearing in of the members 
of the Commons began. The formali- 
ties will last until next Monday. 

Lloyd-George, like Chamberlain, be- 
lieves in glass house diplomacy. He 
means to get his budget through, and 
cares not who knows it; hence the 
spegtacie over which all peititical Eng- 
lund is marvelling today, of the 
Irish Nationalist leaders openly bar- 
gaining on the doorstep of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

The fact of Lloyd-George openly 
conferring with Redmond, Dillon and 
O’Connor is accepted as proof that the 
Nationalists are willing to support the 
ministry on its own terms, and the 
expectation in ministerial circles is 
that their price will be what will be 
cailed postponement, but may well 
prove to be abandonment of the land 
and licensing sections of the budget, 

Only by this means can Asquith get 
the budget through, as Lioyd-George 
insists and to also retain the support 
of the militant Radicals, who are still 
thirsting for the peers’ blood. On this 
basis the ministry can live until Eas- 
ter. Then the new navai demands 
and a certain deadlock over the veto 
bill is expected to give Balfour and 
his compact tariff reform majority 
their chance. 

Whether Balfour will then have 
pluck enough to take office with a 
majority against him, in the Com- 
mons, is a question upon which even 
the Unionists greaily differ. 


UNION PRINTERS HOME LIBRARY 


Formally Dedicated at Colorado 
Springs With Appropriate Exer- 
cises. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., February 16 
—At the Union Printers’ Home today 
the library addition to that institution 
was formally dedicated. The Union 
Printers’ Home is the onty institution 
of its kind in the world conducted by 
a trade union for the benefit of its in- 
digent and sick members. The value 
wf the property is estimated at one 
million dollars, and the addition that 
was dedicated today cost $30,000, It 
houses the Home’s magnificent collec- 
tion of books—12,000 volumes, Among 
the speakers were Mayor Avery, of 
this city, a representative of the local 
typographical union, a representative 
of Denver Typographical Union, and 
President James M. Lynch, of the ‘In- 
ternational Typographical Union, The 
exercises were attended by a large 
number of people. 


Toronto Teachers Salaries Increased. 

Toronto, Ont., February 16.—At a 
secret meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion to discuss the new salary sche- 
dule, it was decided to give a general 
raise all round to teachers. _ Female 
teachers in the public scifools will 
now have their maximum of $900 a 
year, They will commence at _ $500 
and will be raised $50 yearly until the 
last two years, when $25 will be given. 
The change will not, however, affect 
kindergarten teachers.

Montreal, Feb. 16—News was receiv 
ed in Montreal that William Berg- 
holdt, secretary of the Imperial Ger- 
man consulate for Canada, has been 
decorated by the German emperor with 
the order of the Royal Prussian Crown, 
fourth class.

Forecast: Fine and Very Cold. . 
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OFFIERCESTORMS 


Enormous Damage Wrought by the 
of Last Three Days— 
Third Flood Over. 


Paris, Feb.17—Unprecedented storms 
lashed France today, Great havoc has 
been wrought by the tempests of the 
las three days, and landsiides and 
avalanches in the departments in the 
Alps and tourist resorts. Winds of 
cyclonic force have blown down sev- 
eral houses in Marseilles ang more 
in the vicinity. Snow has derailed 
trains. The only relieving notes in 
the reports coming in today was the 
lack of rain in the valley of the Seine 
and a fall in the river at Paris. When 
dawn came, the crest of the third flood 
of this disastrous year was past. 

The situation in the city is never- 
theless serious. The suburgs that es- 
caped in the second flood were inun- 
dated by the third. In the quarters 
of Grenelle, Javal and Passy. streets 
are yet under water in some places to 
a depth of more than @ yard. At Iv- 
rey and Cerbiel, a vast rea has been 
deserted and there is grave danger oi 
the collapsé of houses whose founda- 
tions have been sapped again and 
again, . 

Champigny, Bry, Vareines, Nogent 
and St. Naur, all suburbs, have been 
invaded ‘by the last inundation. The 
food problem. is again paramount, and 
the seriousness of the predicament is 
apparent. In the refuge camps on the 
outskirts the suffering is intense and 
in the refuge opened within the city 
the congestion is great. The coasting 
service is virtually at a standstill and 
from every seaport comes reports of 
marine disasters. 


YORKTON MURDERER HANGED. 
A) 

Sanford Hainer Suffers Extreme Pen- 
alty at Regina This Morning. 


Regina. Feb, 17—Shortly after eight 
oclock this morning Sanford Hainer 
suffered the extreme penalty of the 
law for the murder of A. Fraser, com- 
mitted near Yorkton last June. The 
condemned man bore himself well to 
the last, walking to the scaffold, show- 
ing very little sign of terror. Fred 
Holmes acted as executioner and car- 
ried out his work with despatch and 
accuracy, death apparently being al- 
most instantaneous. The execution 
took place within the prison walls and 
beyond the sheriff, the prison doctor, 
coroner and a few other afficials, none 
wes allowed to be peecailt. The black 
flag was ‘hoisted in the usual manner 
when all was over. Following the ex- 
ecution a jury was empanneled and 
a verdict returned in accordance with 
the medical evidence. The remains 
were at once consigned to the grave 
already prepared in the prison yard. 
Hainer confessed his guilt to the Sal- 
vation Army captain who attended 
him at the last. 


PORT BYRON BANK ROBBED 


Yeggmen Get Away With 86,000 in

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BOYS UNDER TWELVE 
MAY NOT SELL PAPERS 


Bil! Introduced Into Manitoba Legis- 
lature Providing Against Children 
Under Twelve awking News- 
papere—Paper Boys Must Secure 
Badges.

Winnipeg, Man., February 16.—At- 
torney General Campbell introduced 
a bili in the legislature to forbid boys 
under the age of twelve hawking news- 
papers or any other articles on the 
streets at any time; forbidding boys 
under sixteen hawking newspapers 
after twenty-one o’clock, and requir- 
ing boys to be licensed and wear 4 
badge for the sale of newspapers, it 
being an offence for any boy between 
the ages of twelve and sixteen to sell 
papers or other articles during school 
hours without such badge. No charge 
is to be made for the badge or license, 
which will be issued by the Superin- 
tendent of Neglected children, after 
he is satisfied as to the suitability, 
mentally and physically, and as to 
reason or necessity for the child being 
so employed during school hours, 

The same bill empowers the seizure 
and confiscation of tobacco, cigarettes 
or cigarette papers in the possession 
of any boy under sixteen, by any con- 
stabie or officer, for which purpose 
they are authorized to search the 
clothing of any such boy when they 
have reasonable grounds to suspect 
having such articles, or any obscene 
writings, books, pictures, models or 
other objéets - tending to corrupt 
morals.

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CANADA. REMOVES 
GERMAN SURTAX 


Tariff Agreement Between Canada 
and Germany—Canada Secures 
Lowest Rate For Exports.‘ 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 16.—A provision- 
al trade agreement between Canada 
and Germany was signed today by Dr. 
Kar] Lanf, Imperial German counsel 
for Canada, and Hon, W. 8. Fielding, 
Minister of Finance. This agreement 
evidently brings to aif€nd the unfor- 
tunate differences between the two 
countries, which arose in 1898, and 
hee continued until the present time. 
The German government concedes 0 
articles, the produce of the manufac- 
ture of Canada, enumerated below 
upon their importation into Germany 
on or after March Ist, next, the con- 
vention] or mimimum. tariff rates of 
duty. Heretofore, Germany had pen- 
alized Ganada by subjecting Canadian 
products to the higher duties of the 
German tariff instead of the conven- 
tional tariff duties which had applied 
prior to 1898. 

General Treaty Deferred. 

The question of a generhl conven- 
tion for the regulation of commercial 
relations between Germany and Can- 
ada,has been deferred for consider- 
ation to a time that may be found 
mutually convenient. If, after 4 
reasonabie time, a commercial con- 
vention such as is contemplated has 
not been entered into, then either of 
the principles may terminate the con- 
cessions by giving two months’ no- 
tice, 

The story of the differences between 
the two contries is in brief that after 
the granting of a preferential tariff to 
Great Britain by Canada in 1897, the 
British government denounced a num- 
ber of favored nation treaties includ- 
ing the treaty with Germany, which 
provided that no other higher duties 
should be levied in the British col- 
onies on the products of Germany 
than on the products of the United 
Kingdom. The treaties were termin- 
ated on August 1, 1898. 

Germany Started War. 

Alter that date German goods were 
entitled to admission into Canada 
under the general tariff. Germany 
resented this state of affairs and im- 
passed upon Canadian products the 
higher duties of the German tariff. 
The Canadian government remon- 
strated against what was deemed to 
be an injustice to Canada, pointing 
out that the tariff relations be ween 
the United Kingdom and the Colon- 
ies were matters of domestic concern 
with which no foreign government 
could reasonably interfere, 

Germany, however, refused to ac 
cept this reasoning end Canada re- 
taliated by applying to the products 
of Germany, the surtax authorized 
by the customs tariff of 1897. This 
surtax of one-third over and above | 
the duties specified in the general | 
tariff was brought into effect on Nov- 
ember 28, 1903. 

Franco-Canadian .Treaty. Starts. 

Recently the commercial relations 
of Canada with foreign countries as- 
sumed a new phase ,owing to the 
making of the FrancoCanadian com- 
mercial convention, which had now 
gone into operation, Germany na- 
turally desired to be admitted to the 
benefit of this treaty, on the same 
terms as France. The moment, how- 
ever, appears to be an unfavorable 
one for entering upon negotiations 
for a comprehensive ecommerciai treaty 
with Germany, but it has been deem- 
ed expedient to enter into this partial 
arrangements which will bring about 
a better understanding between two 
countries. Agreements means a sur- 
tax imposed by each country on the 
other’s goods has been removed and 
that trade conditions existing before 
1903 have been restored.

NEW TRADE AGREEMENT 
WILL BE GREAT BENEFIT 


The Commercial Arrangement Between 
Canada and Germany a Step in 
Right Direction Says Hon. Jos. 
Martin—Manufacturers (if Shee! 
and Jewellry Protest Against Ar- 
rangement.

London, Feb. 17—Joseph Martin. M. 
P., interviewed on the German Can- 
adian commercial treaty, said: ‘‘Whe- 
ther this ie the right spirit for Oan- 
ada to adopt towards the mother 
country does not enter into the ques- 
tion In business you cannot be 
friends.

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DEFEND COLD STORAGE PLAN. 


Opposing Tagging of Foods in Cold 
Storage on Account of Expense. 


New York, February 16.—Provision 
dealers denied yesterday that turkeys 
ure ever kept in storage for two years, 
and put on the market when they 
are mouldy from age, but admitted 
that poultry is sometimes held from 
six to nine months, and that goats’ 
flesh has been sold for lamb. 

This testimony was adduced at a 
public hearing before the Committee 
on Laws and Legislation of the Board 
of Aldermen, which has wnder con- 
sideration an érdinance providing that 
all foods held in cold storage must be 
tagged with the date at which they 
go into storage and the date when 
they come out. 

A delegation of dealers defended the 
coid storage system and fought the 
proposed ordinance, on eccount of the 
expense it would entail, which, they 
said, must ultimately fall on the con- 
sumer, 

Mrs. Sophia Loebinger, of the Na- 
tional Progressive Suffrage Union, op- 
posed the dealers, The hearing was 
adjourned for a week.

Premier Rutherford Tables Returns 
Asked for in the Legislature by J. R. 
Boyle of Sturgeon—Canadian Engi- 
neers and Canadian Supplies Must be 
Used on the Work. / 


—_- 


At yesterday afternoon's session of the 
Legislative Assembly Premier Ruther- 
ford tabled the full information of the 
agreement between the Alberta & Great 
Waterways Railway Co. and the Provin- 
cial Government with reference to guar- 
antee of bonds and also the plans and 
spécifications upon which the new line 18 
being constructed hetween Edmonton and 
Fort McMurray, This was asked for last 
week on a motion from J. Boyle, 
Sturgeon, who yesterday on a question 
of privilege asserted that it had been 
handed out by the clerk of the executive 
council before it was placed on the table 
of the House. 

The agreement between the railway 
and the government calls up the former 
to construct 350 miles according to the 
specifications set out. The proceeds of 
the bonds guaranteed by the government 
were to be deposited into banks in the 
name of the treasurer of the Province. 
The money will be paid out to the com- 
pany on the completion of every ten 
miles on the certificate of the govern- 
ment engineer. 

Engineers Must Be Canadian. 


The agreement specifies that all the 
engineers employed on the work must be 
residents in Canada on the date of the 
contract being signed. The company 
must not employ on the construction re- 
sidents of any country that has an Alien 
Labor Law, the effect of which is to ex- 
clude Canadians from these countries. 

The railway must carry gravel or stone 
for rural municipalities or large or small 
local improvement district within ten 
miles of the line at cost rates. 

There is a clause also which provides 
that supplies and rolling stock shall as 
much as possible be of Canadian manu- 
facture. The books of the company shall 
be open to the inspection of the govern- 
ment and the wages and hours of men 
shall be similar to those employed on 
similar works in the same districte. 

The Specification for the Line. 

The specifications under which the line 
to Fort McMurray is being built are 
largely modelled upon those under which 
the Crow’s Nest Pass railway was con- 
structed. They call fer rails 56 pounds 
in weight per yard and for prairie soil 
for ballast in connection with the laying 
of the track. The complete specifications 
are as follows: 

This railway shall be constructed in an 
equally substantial manner and of the 
general character of that of the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway between Lethbridge 
and Kootenay Lake the whole to be exe- 
cuted to the entire satisfaction of the 
chairman of the executive council f 
Alberta. 

The railway shall be single track line 
with a gauge of 4 ft. 8 in. with necessary 
sidings. 

The alignment gradients and curvature 
shall be the best the physical features 
of the country will admit of with a max- 
imum grade not to exceed fifty-three feet 
to the mile and the minimum curvature 
not to be of less radius than 955 feet or 
6 degrees. 

In all wooded sections the land must 
be cleared to a width of not less than 
50 feet on each side of.the central line; 
all brush and logs must be completely 
burnt and none thrown on the adjacent 
land, 

All stumps must be close cut when em- 
bankments are less than four feet and 
mére than two feet in height. 

Must be Enclosed With Fences. 

7—The railway must be enclosed ex- 
cept where it passes through stretches 
of forest lands with substantially built 
legal fences of wire or wood; with the 
necessary gates antl crossings to accom- 
modate the farmers, 

8—Road crossings with cattle guards 
hall be provided at all public highways, 
betsix the railway at rail level where 
fencing is necessary and railway cross- 
ings with sign boards shall be provided 
at all public highways crossing the rail- 
way in a level with the rails. 

9—The width of cuttings at forma- 
tion level shall not be less than 20 feet 
embankment not leas than 14 feet when 
settled in place. The slopes of cuttings 
and embankments shall not be less than 
11-2 fet horizontal to one foot vertical 
in earth and the foot horizontal to four 
feet vertical in rock cuttings except ‘n 
cases where the character of the mater- 
ial warrants a sharper slope. 
10—Efficient drainage must be provided 
by open ditches and under drains. 

Bridges, Culverts, Etc. 

11+All bridzes, culverts and other 
structures must be of ample size and 
strength for the purpose intended. Piers 
and abutments of truss bridges over nav- 
igable streams must be of massive mas- 
onry or concrete and of other truss 
bridge of well driven tamarac, white or 

Norway pine, Douglas fir, or cedar piles 
or of cribwork of tamarac, white or 
Norway pine, Douglas fir or cedar tim: 
ber resting on a sclid natural foundation 
or a foundation -of well driven piles as 
described above, filled with stone. 

12—Culverts under embankments over 
twelve feet in height must be well built 
strong second class masonry, concrete, 
iron pipes or double strength vetrified 
clay culvert pipes made of durable and 
suitable materials, thoroughly perman- 

ent in character and equal in every o& 
sential particular to the best dese ription 

of like work employed in similar rail- 

way work in the Dominion. 
The Larger Culverts. 

13—Open or beam cuiverts in sditians 
ments of about 12 feet in height and un- 
der shall be of strong second-class ma- 
sonry, concrete, or of walls of cedar tim- 
ber not less than 10 inche square or of 
well driven piles of cedar, white pine, 
tamarac of Norway pine not less than 
fourteen inches at the butt with string- 
ers of sound pine, white oak, Douglas fir 
or tamarac, not less than 12x14 inches. 
The span shall not exceed fourteen feet 

in the clear. 

M4—Box culverts under embankments 
less than 12 feet in height shall be of 
strong second-class masonry or cedar 
timber not less than 10 in. by 10 in., con- 
crete or double strength vitrified clay cul- 
vert pipes. 

15—The rails shall be of steel, weigh- 
ing not lees than &6 pounds per lineal 
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yard of provell. section and with the 
moat ved fish plates. 

16 -- railway shall be well ballasted 
with either prairie loam or other suit- 
able materia) for depth of not less than 
ten inches under the sleepers and pro- 
perly trimmed and boxed up 

17 The sleepers shall be eight feet long 
and 6 inches thick and if hewn on two 
sides they shall have a face of not less 
than six inches; if separated the face 
shall not be less than eight inches, 

Sidings Every Nine Mites, 

18—Through sidings not less than 1800 
feet in length between witches shall be 
provided at suitable places and as nearly 
as practicable at average distances of 
nine miles apart ot such other distance 
or distances as theninister may in writ- 
ing approve with additional sidings of 
such length and number as may be ne- 
ceoasary for the traffic similar to the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway. 

19—Station houses and water tenks of 
the general character of those built on 
the Crow’s Nest Pass railway shall be 
provided at as nearly eighteen miles 
apart as practicable or such distance or 
distan as the said chairman of the 
executive council may in writing ap- 
prove. .! ‘ 
Engine Houses, Workshops, Etc. 

20—Engine houses, work shops, coal 
sheds, ete., shall be provided at division 
and terminal stations, all to be sufficient 
to meet the requirements of the traffic of 
which the said chairman of the ekecutive 
council shall be the sole judge. 

21—Sufficient rolling stock necessary ‘o 
accommodate and conduct promptly and 
efficiently the traffic and business of the 
line shall be provided by the company of 
which the said chairman of the executive 
ocuncil shall be the judge. 

22—Trestle and pile bridges shall be 
construéted ‘according to the Crow’s Nest 
Pass Railway standard plans of white 
or Norway pine, tamarac,’ Douglas fir 
and white oak. 

23—Upon the application of the com: 
pany the chairmen of the executive coun- 
cil may make such modifications in the 
foregoing specifications as he may deem 
advisable. 


WILL NOT ASK LEGISLATION. 


“The Licensed Victuallers’ Associa- 
tion will not ask the government for 
any amendme nts to the License . Act 
this year,”’ said James Weir, Calgary, 
secretary of the association, who 1s 
in the eity today in speaking to the 
Bulletin. “All we want the govern- 
ment to do is to see that the hotels 
of the province enforce the Act as it 
now stands, and this was what we ask. 
ed at the annual meeting in Calgary.’ 

Mr, Weir is in the city on private 
business and states that he has no 
matters in connec.ion with the as- 
raga to discussion at the present, 
time. “It seems to be understood,’ 
he said, “tha: the License Act will 
not be re-open ed at i s session of the 
Legislature.

A few months ago, lured by the 
golden promise of the Canadian West, 
a young Englishman brought to Ed- 
monton his wife and little brood of 
four smvell children. But things aid 
not go Very well with him. He was 
long in getting work. and while still 
searching for it typhoid fever got him. 
After a jong illness he sueceeded in 
getting steady employment, only to 
have his wife fall & victim to a severe 
attack of inflamatory rheumtism. A 
good Samritan took the wife into her 
own home and is giving her careful 
nursing, but theeehildren were a pro- 
blem. They were quite too small to oe 
left to themselves all day, and the 
man, laden with debt, could hardly 
give up his newly-found and so hardly 
obtained employment, to care for 


them. What should be done with 
them? The doors of the Edmonton 
Creche stood open tothem. Here the 


four thin, forlorn, neglected-looking 
little ones were brought. and when 
the recently formed Children’s Aid 
society of Edmonton and Strathcona 
took over the work as well as the coa- 
tents of the Edmonton’ Creche, the 
little family went over to the society’s 
home.
